Our friend James Roberts in his 
“Drifting Sands” column in the 
Andrews County News has come up 
with another jewel that I think will be 
interesting to most of you readers. 
His column follows: 
High school football in West Texas 
is an accepted way of life... and ranks 
up their along with motherhood, 
applie pie, 
blackeyed peas, 
and 
cornbread as far as the rank and file 
is concerned. 
That football is regarded in any 
other manner, anywhere, may come 
as a distinct shock to most of us. 
But the little town of Yellow 
Springs, Ohio, is about as divided and 
torn up over football as this com­ 
munity used to be over the wet and 
dry issue. 
And it provides a study in contrast. 
Here in Andrews we built the new 
stadium before we built the new high 
school. In Yellow Springs over half 
the citizens in town are fightin’ tooth 
and toenail to keep the school from 
fieldin’ it's first high school football 
team. 
The Wall Street Journal, in a recent 
issue, detailed the wrangle between 
local citizens over football in a front 
page story by Jeffrey Tannenbaum. 
Yellow Springs is the home of 
Antioch College and sports a huge 
intellectual community . . . an in­ 
tellectual group that doesn’t want 
football in its high school. 
Glen Owen, high school art teacher, 
is an example of one side of the 
football issue: “Why bring in a 
Frankenstein?” he asks. “You inject 
middle class values into a school 
system and eventually something else 
has to go.” 
On the other side of the football 
fence is a group of men who want 
their boys to play football and have 
organized a private corporation to 
package a football team and deliver it 
ready-made — and winning — to the 
high school. 
Spokesman for the latter group is a 
truck driver named, of all things, 
Reginald O’Neal Benning who says, 
“I ain’t hung up on Hamlet, baby, and 
I still think we’re going to make it.” 
Get the picture? 
Teacher Owen 
is 
quoted 
as 
denouncing football as “crass” and 
“common” and fears the next step 
would be “rah-rah assemblies and the 
whole thing about school spirit.” 
Football, he adds, is “a threat to the 
arts.” 
Owens gets support from Clair 
Miller, director of the school’s 
or-

requirem ents of the Texas 
Water Quality Control Board, 
the Texas Department of Health 
and the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Administration. 
About $100,000 of the $150,000 
issue will be used for the city’s 
share of the cost of the new 
plant and for land purchases for 
the site. The balance of the issue 
will be used only if necessary to 
extend the present sew er 
system. It is the thought of the 
engineers for the city that the 
federal government is likely to 
require the city to extend its 
sewer service before approving 
the project. 
If the additional monies are 
not needed the bonds will not be 
sold. 
Madden said that there would 
be no need for a tax increase 
unless the government comes 
up with more projects that the 
city must undertake. He pointed 
out that in the past two years 
the city has been required to 
undertake two projects that 
have cost in the neighborhood of 
$200,000 because of state and 
federal requirements. He said 
the council has no way of 
predicting what lies ahead in 
the way of state and federal 
requirements but at the present 
time the city 
can manage 
without a tax increase. 
The treatment {riant is ex­ 
pected to cost $145,000 with the 
federal government furnishing 
approximately $80,000 of this in 
the form of a grant. 
All registered qualified voters 
living within the City limits of 
Hamlin on the day of the 
election will be eligible to vote 
in the election. To meet the 
requirements of a ruling by the 
Texas Attorney General there 
will be two boxes, one for 
property owners and one for 
non-property owners.

F irst so-called perm anent 
voter 
registration 
period 
opened throughout Texas with 
the beginning of October. This 
will also be the first regular 
registration period open to pre- 
21 voters, with the 18, 19 and 20- 
year old voters to be registered 
without any voting restrictions 
for the first time. 
Previously, prior to passage 
of a United States constitutional 
amendment, Texas pre-2fs had 
been registered for voting in 
federal elections only 


There will be no termination 
point to voter registration this 
year, with potential voters to lie 
registered on any business day 
throughout the year at the 
county tax office. 
However, there is a time limit 
as far as voting is concerned, 
with the voting registration 
certificate valid for voting after 
the expiration of 30 days 
following signup 


Thus, a person who wanted to 
vote in an election would need to 
register at least 31 days prior to 
the election. 
With the registration, the 
voter is now legally entitled to 
vote in any election for the 
following three-year period, 
unless the registration is in­ 
validated for one of the reasons 
stated under the law. 
The county tax assessor is 
directed to remove from the 
roils any person who moves out 
of the county, is convicted of a 
felony, is declared legally in­ 
sane or, of course, dies. 
Automatic renew al for a 
three-year period is made by 
voting in any prim ary or 
general election. Renewal is not 
made through voting in school, 
city, bond or similar elections. 
First list of registered voters 
will be prepared after Jan. 31, 
1972, with supplemental lists 
then issued prior to each 
election.

FORTY-FIVE YEARS AGO 
(October 5, 1928) 


It is a pretty good sign when home 
people will put their money into home 
property.

The Herald is reliably informed 
that the brick business house oc­ 
cupied by the Lacy Cash Hardware 
was sold by John C. Turner to J. A. 
Young for a nice price. 
Also the big two-story brick of the 
Barrow Furniture Co. was turned to 
John T. Day this week for a handsome 
price. This will make Day & Son 
splendid corner with two large houses 
connected. No, there is no thought of 
Barrow giving up the building and 
placing his furniture in some other 
store. 
Rumors are in the air that several 
big companies are looking toward 
Hamlin for investment. Why not? 
Hamlin has a bright future, if nothing 
happens, and there is no room for 
“something” to happen. Hamlin is 
coming into its own 
very 
fast, 
especially since it is “sitting” beside 
a high grade oil pool. 
This week the Herald Reporter 
locates six nice 
brick 
vaneer 
residences under course of con­ 
struction in Hamlin. 
We have not yet reported the M. Y. 
Wilson home that is fast going to 
completion in the corner of Sixty St. 
and Alamo Avenue. This is to be one 
of the largest brick vaneers yet 
constructed. It stands on the grounds 
formerly occupied by the Wilson 
Fram e residence which has been 
moved to a position on Hope Avenue. 
Mr. Wilson will have the same color 
and class of brick that are being used 
in the construction of the Baptist 
Church. 
When everything is considered, the 
brick house is not so much more 
costly than all the frame structure, 
however a well built and maintained 
frame building will last the lifetime of 
most builders. 


TWENTY YEARS AGO 
(October 5, 1951) 


There is the story of course, of the 
colored deacon who, expounding upon 
his faith in the protection of the Lord, 
held out his hand in front of a coiled 
rattlesnake-and got bitten. 
But there was a new wrinkle this 
week to the theory that there is 
considerable difference between faith 
and good judgement. 
Rather skeptical of stories he had 
heard that one or more mountain 
lions were roaming the Lake Phan­ 
tom area in Southeast of Jones 
County, L. C. Smith of Route 2, 
Hamlin, loaded up his pack of hunting 
dogs and went to see for himself. 
His curiousity cost him two dogs 
and gave him some moments which, 
if filmed, would have been somewhat 
akin to a Frank Buck African thriller. 
The dogs treed the lions, Smith 
cracked loose with a 22 caliber rifle, 
wounded one of them and enraged 
and bleeding, the animal leaped upon 
one of the dogs, killed it instantly, and 
left a second mortally torn and 
bleeding. 
At that point Smith found himself 
deserted. The five remaining dogs 
held a quick and non-controversial 
huddle and decided it was time to take 
off. 
Not one of them even waited to hear 
the motion seconded or voted upon. 
Hunter Smith didn’t exactly take off 
himself, but he didn’t spend too much 
time contemplating which was the 
best thing to do. But of one thing he is 
sure - there are at least two of those 
mountain lions loose, and both of 
them, he asserted, are dangerous 
killers. One he described as a large 
and heavy animal and the other as 
somewhat smaller. 


TEN YEARS AGO 
(October 5, 1961)

chestra and concert band. He con­ 
tends that where football teams 
spring up, raucous marching bands 
usually aren’t far behind. So he’s 
talking about founding something 
called the National Society for the 
Prevention of Marching Bands. 
The school board last May rejected 
the corporation’s offer and refused to 
consider adding football to the high 
school program. But 600 signatures on 
a petition brought about a reversal in 
June. One of the board members, a 
Mrs. Esther Battle, declared that 
“football is anti-intellectual, a sub­ 
jugation of individual 
decision 
making.” 
How about that? 
The whole controversy swirls in 
such language. Barbara Hardman, 
anti-football, frets that most football 
coaches 
“ are 
very 
sexually 
frustrated males, quite frankly, and 
most men who play football have a 
hangup about 
manhood.” 
But 
a 
parttime Bulldog coach and urban 
consultant, counters with: 
‘I think 
the man ought to wear the pants of the 
family. This is a cerebral community. 
I think it has a high percentage of 
emasculated males. It’s an easy town 
to raise a sissy in.” 


Linda Greene, who operates an 
astrology business, doesn’t want 
anything to do with football. “Foot­ 
ball would ruin the school and the 
town as well. The same mentality that 
approves of football could lead to 
other things, like having a shopping 
center,” she says. 
Clark Turner, father of the Bulldog 
quarterback, agrees the anti-football 
people have something to worry 
about. “We’re going to build a big 
stadium with artificial turf and kick 
all the academic kids out of town,” he 
confides. “Wefre a Communist plot.” 
What do the kids in town think about 
it. Marcus Johnson, 15 year old 
fullback, says: “Football is more 
important to me than girls. I had a 
girl friend who said, “Either football 
goes or I go.’ His girl friend went. 
Anyway, Yellow Springs is fielding 
a football team this year. Now do you 
wonder 
why 
we 
have 
a 
com­ 
munication gap between the 
in­ 
tellectuals of the nation and all of us 
cornbread ’n taters middle class 
people. 
Come to think of it, maybe what 
Mrs. Battle said is what happened to 
us in the Sweetwater game — we 
forgot to ‘subjugate our individual 
decision making.’

The 
primary function of a farm pond 
is livestock water, but all to 
often the secondary use, fishing, 
is neglect according to Gary 
Scheer, Soil Conservationist, at 
Anson. 
All ponds have a great 
potential for sport and food if 
just a few management steps 
are followed. 
Ponds, 
like 
pastures, can be overstocked, 
and need to be fertilized for 
maximum 
production. When 
fishing is poor in a pond, 
generally the fish are out of 
food. 
The 
prim ary 
steps 
to 
managing your farm pond for 
good fishing are to clear the 
pond of all rough fish and 
waterweeds and muddy ap­ 
pearance. Then order desirable 
fish from the Bureau of Sport 
Fisheries and Wildlife 
or 


elsewhere and begin a fer­ 
tilization program in the spring 
around the last of March. And 
finally it is important to fish the 
pond in order to prevent 
overstocking and stunting of the 
fish. You should start fishing a 
pond heavily about one year 
after stocking.

Our friend James Roberts in his 
“Drifting Sands” 
column 
in the 
Andrews County News has come up 
with another jewel that I think will be 
interesting to most of you readers. 
His column follows: 
High school football in West Texas 
is an accepted way of life... and ranks 
up their along with motherhood, 
applie pie, 
blackeyed peas, 
and 
cornbread as far as the rank and file 
is concerned. 
That football is regarded in any 
other manner, anywhere, may come 
as a distinct shock to most of us. 
But the little town of Yellow 
Springs, Ohio, is about as divided and 
torn up over football as this com­ 
munity used to be over the wet and 
dry issue. 
And it provides a study in contrast. 
Here in Andrews we built the new 
stadium before we built the new high 
school. In Yellow Springs over half 
the citizens in town are fightin’ tooth 
and toenail to keep the school from 
fieldin’ it’s first high school football 
team. 
The Wall Street Journal, in a recent 
issue, detailed the wrangle between 
local citizens over football in a front 
page story by Jeffrey Tannenbaum. 
Yellow Springs is the home of 
Antioch College and sports a huge 
intellectual community . . . an in­ 
tellectual group that doesn’t want 
football in its high school. 
Glen Owen, high school art teacher, 
is an example of one side of the 
football issue: 
“Why bring in a 
Frankenstein?” he asks. “You inject 
middle class values into a school 
system and eventually something else 
has to go.” 
On the other side of the football 
fence is a group of men who want 
their boys to play football and have 
organized a private corporation to 
package a football team and deliver it 
ready-made — and winning — to the 
high school. 
Spokesman for the latter group is a 
truck driver named, of all things, 
Reginald O’Neal Benning who says, 
“I ain’t hung up on Hamlet, baby, and 
I still think we’re going to make it.” 
Get the picture? 
Teacher Owen 
is 
quoted 
as 
denouncing football as “crass” and 
“common” and fears the next step 
would be “rah-rah assemblies and the 
whole thing about school spirit.” 
Football, he adds, is “a threat to the 
arts.” 
Owens gets support from Clair 
Miller, director of the school’s or-

Water Quality Control Board, 
the Texas Department of Health 
and the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Administration. 
About $100,000 of the $150,000 
issue will be used for the city’s 
share of the cost of the new 
plant and for land purchases for 
the site. The balance of the issue 
will be used only if necessary to 
extend the present sew er 
system. It is the thought of the 
engineers for the city that the 
federal government is likely to 
require the city to extend its 
sewer service before approving 
the project. 
If the additional monies are 
not needed the bonds will not be 
sold. 
Madden said that there would 
be no need for a tax increase 
unless the government comes 
up with more projects that the 
city must undertake. He pointed 
out that in the past two years 
the city has been required to 
undertake two projects that 
have cost in the neighborhood of 
$200,000 because of state and 
federal requirements. He said 
the council has no way of 
predicting what lies ahead in 
the way of state and federal 
requirements but at the present 
time the city 
can manage 
without a tax increase. 
The treatment plant is ex­ 
pected to cost $145,000 with the 
federal government furnishing 
approximately $80,000 of this in 
the form of a grant.

F irst so-called perm anent 
voter 
registration 
period 
opened throughout Texas with 
the beginning of October. This 
will also be the first regular 
registration period open to pre- 
21 voters, with the 18, 19 and 20- 
year old voters to be registered 
without any voting restrictions 
for the first time. 
Previously, prior to passage 
of a United States constitutional 
amendment, Texas pre-21’s had 
been registered for voting in 
federal elections only. 


There will be no termination 
point to voter registration this 
year, with potential voters to be 
registered on any business day 
throughout the year at the 
county tax office. 
However, there is a time limit 
as far as voting is concerned, 
with the voting registration 
certificate valid for voting after 
the expiration of 30 days 
following signup. 


Thus, a person who wanted to 
vote in an election would need to 
register at least 31 days prior to 
the election. 
With the registration, the 
voter is now legally entitled to 
vote in any election for the 
following three-year period, 
unless the registration is in­ 
validated for one of the reasons 
stated under the law. 
The county tax assessor is 
directed to remove from the 
rolls any person who moves out 
of the county, is convicted of a 
felony, is declared legally in­ 
sane or. of course, dies. 
Automatic renewal for a 
three-year period is made by 
voting in any primary or 
general election. Renewal is not 
made through voting in school, 
city, bond or similar elections. 
First list of registered voters 
will be prepared after Jan. 31, 
1972, with supplemental lists 
then issued prior to each 
election.

It stands on the grounds 
formerly occupied by the Wilson 
Frame residence which has been 
moved to a position on Hope Avenue.

When everything is considered, the 
brick house is not so much more 
costly than all the frame structure, 
however a well built and maintained 
frame building will last the lifetime of 
most builders.

just a few management steps 
are

Ponds, 
like 
pastures, can be overstocked, 
and need to be fertilized for 
maximum 
production. 
When 
fishing is poor in a 
pond, 
generally the fish are out of 
food. 
The 
primary 
steps 
to 
managing your farm pond for 
good fishing are to clear the 
pond of all rough fish and 
waterweeds and muddy 
ap­ 
pearance. Then order desirable 
fish from the Bureau of Sport 
Fisheries 
and 
Wildlife 
or 


elsewhere and begin a fer­ 
tilization program in the spring 
around the last of March. And 
finally it is important to fish the 
pond in order to prevent 
overstocking and stunting of the 
fish. You should start fishing a 
pond heavily about one year 
after stocking.
